FACULTY  BUSINESS  Meeting.  A  called 
Faculty  Business  Meeting  will  be  held  Fri- 
day, July  8  at  11:15  a.m.  in  room  A-209. 
The  purpose  of  the  meeting  will  be  to  con- 
sider the  report  of  the  Academic  Affairs 
Committee  regarding  admission  and  pro- 
gression criteria  for  students  entering  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing  program. 
Also,  the  Promotion  and  Tenure  Committee 
will  introduce  changes  for  the  Faculty 
Manual  and  the  Faculty  Handbook  to  make 
them  comply  with  promotion  and  tenure 
policy  changes  approved  recently  by  the 
University  Board  of  Trustees.  These  changes, 
being  substantial,  will  not  be  acted  on  next 
Friday,  but  must  lie  on  the  table  until  the 
next  faculty  business  meeting  (in  Septem- 
ber). Specific  proposals  by  the  above  com- 
mittees will  be  distributed  in  faculty  mail- 
boxes Wednesday  before  the  July  8  meeting. 


REMINDER:  The  1976-1977  benefit  period

MINUTES    FOR    Financial   Aid  Committee 
Meeting: 

1.  Item  1  from  the  meeting  of  the  pre- 
vious has  been  reworded  to  read  that  any 
student  who  does  not  meet  the  1.0  +  1% 
of  hours  attempted  rule  will  have  his  pro- 
gress reviewed  by  the  Financial  Aid  Com- 
mittee with  advisement  from  the  Director 
of  Financial  Aid.  This  applies  to  Federal 
Loans  and  Work  Study  Programs. 

2  Dr.  Sansbury  announced  the  release 
of  funds  from  the  bookstore  for  a  new 
scholarship  program.  The  program  will 
probably  be  called  the  USCS  Piedmont 
Scholars  Program.  We  are  currently  soliciting 
nominations  from  Greenville,  Spartanburg, 
and  Cherokee  counties.  Two  nominations 
will  be  made  by  the  local  high  schools  with 
the  emphasis  on  academic  excellence  and 
leadership. 

This  year  the  evaluation  will  be  made  by  the 
Financial  Aid  Committee  with  help  to  be 
recruited  from  the  region  (primarily  alumni). 
Preliminary  evaluations  will  consist  of  high 
school  work  along  with  a  one  page  paper  in 
which  the  student  gives  a  brief  description  of 
his  past  and  his  goals  for  the  future. 
The  group  will  then  be  screened  and  several 
candidates  will  be  invited  to  the  campus 
for  an  interview.  The  students  for  the  awards 
will  be  announced  as  soon  as  possible. 


SALARIES  FOR  1977-78  -  The  State 
Appropriations  Bill  has  been  passed  and 
signed.  Salary  letters  to  University  personnel 
should  be  in  the  mail  within  a  few  days. 


MORE  THAN  twenty  USCS  students, 
faculty,  and  faculty  wives  attended  the 
South  Carolina  International  Women's  Year 
Conference  in  Columbia,  June  10-11.  The 
Conference  of  750  delegates  explored  the 
heritage,  the  status,  and  the  needs  of 
women.  USCS  presented  "Preposterous  and 
Unthinkable,"  an  original  historical  skit 
based  on  arguments  pro  and  con  women's 
suffrage  in  the  S.  C.  legislature  in  1920; 
participants  were  Lou  Hunley,  Alta  Snell, 
Joan  Harrell,  Kathy  Coleman,  Maggie 
Barnes,  and  Nancy  Moore  (author).  A 
graduate  of  USCS,  Alice  Gallman,  traced  her 
life  from  being  raised  in  poverty  by  her 
ex -slave  grandmother  to  becoming  a  super- 
vising nurse.  USCS  Student  Government 
President,  Vonnie  McMillan,  was  chosen  an 
official  nominee  for  the  National  IWY 
Conference,  but  because  of  illness  was  un- 
able to  attend  and  be  elected.  Spartanburg 
delegates  passed,  unanimously,  a  resolution 
thanking  Dr.  Sansbury  for  making  a  USCS 
bus  available  for  transportation  to  the 
Conference.

THE  UNIVERSITY  101  program  has  been  re- 
cognized by  the  National  Association  of 
Student  Personnel  Administrators  as  an  "out- 
standing institutional  innovative  program"  in 
the  field  of  student  personnel  services.  Uni- 
versity 101  is  a  three  credit  hour  academic 
orientation  course  for  freshmen  students. 
Approximately  1,200  students  per  year  take 
the  course  which  is  taught  by  faculty  and 
professional  staff  volunteers. 

EFFECTIVE  SEPTEMBER  1,  1977,  the 
amounts  of  accidental  death  insurance  under 
the  Prudential  plan  will  double  for  each  classi- 
fication with  no  increase  in  premiums.  Parti- 
cipants will  receive  a  rider  for  their  policies 
reflecting  the  increased  amount  of  insurance. 

A  RECENT  report  by  the  College  Board  says 
that  SAT  scores  this  year  continued  their 
falling  trend  which  began  14  years  ago. 

The  verbal  SAT  average  dropped  from  431 
to  429  while  the  math  average  fell  from  472 
to  470. 

The  average  score  on  all  achievement  tests 
dropped  from  538  to  533.  The  English  compo- 
sition test  took  the  biggest  dive  from  532  to 
516  last  year. 


TRUSTEES  OF  Greenville  Technical  College 
have  endorsed  a  52  page  study  prepared  by  the 
staff  of  the  college  proposing  expansion  to 
four  year  programs  "for  advanced  training  in 
specialized  fields." 

The  four-year  programs  currently  proposed 
are  in  technical,  industrial,  health,  manage- 
ment, and  public  service  areas.

FROM  THE  Chronicle  of  Higher  Education: 
—  Figures  issued  by  the  National  Center  for 
Education  Statistics  indicate  that  the  number 
of  new  freshmen  enrolled  in  public  institutions 
last  fall  was  down  9%  from  the  previous  fall. 
Black  students  have  more  than  doubled  their 
share  of  the  total  college  enrollment  in  the  last 
10  years,  and  now  make  up  10.7  per  cent  of 
college  students  compared  to  their  11.7  per 
cent  proportion  of  the  nation's  16—34  year 
olds.  Women  make  up,  for  the  first  time,  a 
majority  of  the  students  under  age  22  (52%), 
and  represent  59%  of  the  students  age  25  and 
over.  Men  under  22  are  not  attending  college  in 
greater  numbers  than  in  1970,  but  women  and 
men  over  age  22  show  significatnt  increases. 
—Studies  of  black  children  adopted  by  white 
families  seem  to  reveal  that  genetic  factors 
and  environment  influenced  IQ  and  acheive- 
ment  test  scores,  but  race  did  not  affect  scores. 
These  black  children  averaged  110  in  IQ  tests, 
in  contrast  to  average  scores  of  90  obtained 
by  black  children  raised  in  black  families.

JAMES  CLYBURN,  during  his  talk  to  students 
and  faculty  last  week,  referred  to  the  widely- 
quoted  figures  which  indicate  that  South  Carolina 
is  third  or  fourth  in  the  nation  in  expenditures 
per  pupil  in  higher  education  and  fiftieth  in 
expenditures  for  elementary  education.  Dr.  Olin 
B.  Sansbury  has  analyzed  the  figures  used  for 
the  study  and  found  among  other  inconsistencies 
the  following  major  problems: 

1.  Expenditures  for  higher  education  mis- 
leadingly  included  $13,000,000  in  Clemson's 
budget  for  county  agents  and  home  demon- 
stration agents. 

2.  While  $6,000,000  for  tuition  grants  for 
private  university  students  were  included  in  the 
figures,  the  4,800  students  who  received  these 
grants  are  not  counted  as  students  educated  at 
public  expense. 

3.  Over  6,000  diploma  candidates,  at  technical 
colleges  were  not  counted  as  students  although 
the  funding  was  included. 

4.  Over  25,000  part-time  students  were  not 
counted. 

Elimination  of  these  inconsistencies  would  have 
reduced  South  Carolina's  expenditures  per  pupil 
from  about  $2,600  to  about  2,100.  If  the 
40,000,000  appropriation  for  the  Medical  Univer- 
sity at  Charleston  (approximately  $20,000  per 
FTE)  is  eliminated.  South  Carolina  spends  only 
about  $1,700  per  student  for  the  98%  of  the  post- 
secondary  students  who  do  not  attend  MUSC. 
This  figure  would  rank  South  Carolina  47th.

A  new  University  was 
founded  at  Toulouse  in  L229  and  the  following 
announcement  was  issued  in  Latin.  The  transla- 
tion is  condensed  from  University  Records  of 
the  Middle  Ages  by  Lynn  Thorndike  (Columbia 
University  Press,  1944).  Prominent  among  the 
works  of  Aristotle  forbidden  at  Paris  but  studied 
at  Toulouse  was  his  'Physics'. 

The  Lord  Cardinal  and  Legate  in  the  Realm  of 
France,  leader  and  protector  and  author  after 
God  and  the  Pope  of  so  arduous  a  beginning 
.  .  .  decreed  that  all  studying  at  Toulouse,  both 
masters  and  disciples,  should  obtain  plenary 
indulgence  of  all  their  sins. 
Further,  that  ye  may  not  bring  hoes  to  sterile 
and  uncultivated  fields,  the  professors  at 
Toulouse  have  cleared  away  for  you  the 
weeds  of  the  rude  populace  and  the  thorns  of 
sharp  sterility  and  other  obstacles.  For  here 
theologians  in  pulpits  inform  their  disciples 
and  the  people  at  the  crossroads,  logicians 
train  beginners  in  the  arts  of  Aristotle,  gram- 
marians fashion  the  tongues  of  the  stammering 
on  analogy,  organists  smooth  the  popular  ears 
with  the  sweet- throated  organ,  decretists  extol 
Justinian,  and  physicians  teach  Galen.  Those 
who  wish  to  scrutinize  the  bosom  of  riature  to 
the  inmost  can  hear  here  the  books  of  Aristotle 
which  were  forbidden  at  Paris. 
What  then  will  you  lack?  Scholastic  liberty?  By 
no  means,  since  tied  to  no-one's  apron  strings 
you  will  enjoy  your  own  liberty.  Or  do  you 
fear  the  malice  of  the  raging  mob  or  the 
tyranny  of  an  injurious  prince?  Fear  not.  .  . 
As  for  fees,  what  has  already  been  said  and  the 
fact  that  there  is  no  fear  of  a  failure  of  crops 
should  reassure  you.  The  courtesy  of  the 
people  should  not  be  passed  over.  So  if  you 
wish  to  marvel  at  more  good  things  than  we 
have  mentioned,  leave  home  behind,  strap  your 
knapsack  on  your  back.  .  .

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THE  USCS  Continuing  Education  Reading 
Clinic  began  on  August  21,  1977  and  has  en- 
rolled twenty-seven  public  school  students 
attending  a  total  of  37  sessions  per  week.

According  to  the  temporary  Director,  Jane 
Davisson,  the  program  may  be  expanded  to 
include  Saturday  hours  plus  instructional  help 
in  English  and  Mathematics. 

THE  FOLLOWING  IS  the  annual  report  on 
actions  takien  by  the  publications  board  during 
the  1976-77  school  year: 

It  was  decided  that  the  Carolana  would  function 
more  efficiently  if  begun  the  spring  previous  to 
the  spring  of  publication.

AN  INFORMAL  study  of  promotion  and  tenure 
decisions  on  the  Columbia  campus  last  spring 
has  been  made.

In  these  disciplines, 
there  were  24  promotions  to  associate  professor, 
and  the  average  data  for  receiving  the  doctorate 
among  this  group  was  1972.  There  were  16  pro- 
motions to  professor,  with  an  average  data  of 
1967  for  the  doctorate.  In  the  departments  of 
Biology,  Business  administration.  Chemist  , 
Education,  English,  Geography,  Geology,  Gove:-n- 
ment.  History,  Journalism,  Mathematics,  Philo- 
sophy, Physics  and  Psychology  all  faculty  who 
were  promoted  and/or  tenured  had  earned  doc- 
torates. (No  information  was  readily  available 
on  two  faculty  members.)  In  Art,  Music, 
Nursing  and  Foreign  Languages,  a  total  of  8 
faculty  members  were  promoted  without  a  doc- 
torate to  either  the  assistant,  associate  or  pro- 
fessor level.  Two  faculty  members  (from  Nursing 
and  Health,  Physical  Education  and  Recreation) 
were  tenured  with  master's  degrees.

THE  .FACULTY  ADVISORY  Committee  took 
the  following  actions  at  its  September  28  meet- 
ing.

(2)  The  Committee  agreed  that 
the  procedures  established  for  handling  faculty 
development  proposals  last  year  are  acceptable 
and  requested  that  the  Faculty  Secretary  send  out 
a  letter  to  the  Faculty  requesting  such  proposals. 
(3)  It  was  agreed  that  the  Faculty  Secretary 
should  appoint  a  committee  to  examine  the 
question  of  whether  the  current  terms  of  faculty 
committee  members  are  long  enough  to  assure 
continuity.  The  committee  is  to  return  its  recom- 
mendations to  FAC  within  two  months.  (4)  Alice 
Henderson    and    Brian    Donnelly    were    asked   to 

discuss  the  questions  of  the  appropriateness  of 
administrators  with  faculty  rank  serving  on 
faculty  committees,  advisors  for  publications 
serving  on  the  Publication  Board,  and  coaches 
serving  on  the  Athletic  Advisory  Committee. 
Henderson  and  Donnelly  were  to  solicit  faculty 
opinion  on  these  questions  and  return  to  FAC 
with  recommendations.

PRESIDENT  HOLDERMAN  presented  the  USC 
budget  to  the  State  Commission  on  Higher 
Education  Tuesday.  He  asked  for  full  HEC 
formula  funding  for  the  university,  noting  that 
the  current  budget  is  $3.4  million  short  of  this 
goal.  He  also  requested  additional  funds  to 
bring  faculty  salaries  up  to  the  regional  average, 
to  improve  the  law  school  library,  and  to  finance 
an  energy  conservation  system.  According  to 
an  article  in  the  State  newspaper,  the  discussion 
with  the  commissioners  was  rather  sharp  at 
times—  one  commissioner  told  a  reporter  it 
bordered  on  being  "combative." 

USCS  HAS  been  selected  to  serve  as  an  area 
test  center  for  the  American  College  Testing 
Service's  Proficiency  Examination  Program. 

The  Program  is  an  examination-for-credit 
service  being  made  available  nationwide,  and 
features  47  college  level  proficiency  tests  based 
on  course  requirements  and  covering  a  broad 
range  of  subject  areas,  including  arts  and 
sciences,  business,  criminal  justice,  education, 
health  and  nursing. 

The  tests  are  designed  for  use  by  individuals 
interested  in  obtaining  course  credit  at  a  college 
or  university  on  the  basis  of  test  scores. 

The  ACT-PEP  tests  are  offered  on  four 
national  weekday  test  dates  each  year  at  area 
test  centers  located  in  educational  institutions 
and  agencies  throughout  the  nation.  The  test 
center  at  USCS  is  supervised  by  Dr.  Anthony  V. 
Pappas,  Jr. 

Dr.  Pappas  has  more  information  for  those 
interested  in  registering  for  the  test.  Registration 
for  the  next  test  day,  Feb.  2-3,  1978,  opens  Nov. 
7.

ACCORDING  TO  Bob  Perrin  and  Val  Burnie, 
there  is  certainly  no  violation  of  the  copyright 
law  if  one  copy  of  an  article  is  placed  on  reserve. 
There  is  probably  no  violation  if  multiple  copies 
are  made  because  the  law  states  that  as  long  as 
libraries  do  not  use  copying  as  a  substitute  for 
the  periodicals,  copies  may  be  placed  on  resen/e. 
That  is,  provided  the  student  has  access  to  the 
periodicals,  there  is  no  violation  of  the  law  if 
reserve  copies  are  made.  Having  copies  on  hand 
in  this  case  is  to  protect  the  libraries'  supply  of 
periodicals.  This  is  their  interpretation  of  the 
new  copyright  law. 

If  a  student  takes  the  reserve  copy  in  order  to 
make  several  copies  of  it,  it  is  in  violation,  but 
that  is  the  student's  problem.  However,  libraries 
may  have  to  enforce  this  by  removing  the  xerox 
machine  and  keeping  the  copies  on  library  reserve 
only.

(Ideas  for  proposals  of  these  latter  types  should  be 
discussed  with  the  grants  officer  and  the  Academic 
Dean.) 

Proposals  for  Faculty  Development  should  be 
from  2  to  5  pages  typewritten,  doublespaced,  on 
SVi  by  11-inch  paper  with  the  following  format: 

A.  Abstract 

B.  A  list  of  objectives  of  the  project,  each  with 
method  or  vehicle  for  accomplishing  it  specified. 

C.  Budget,  itemized  according  to  the  following 
categories:  Travel,  Speakers,  Materials,  Other. 
(Generally,  food,  refreshments,  etc.  will  not  be 
funded.) 

D.  Narrative  describing  the  planned  project,  with 
justifications. 

E.  Plan  of  evaluation  for  the  project  to  determine 
whether  objectives  are  met. 

F.  Appendices  (Supporting  documents). 

A  form,  available  from  the  Faculty  Secretary  (ext. 
252  or  255)  should  be  used  for  A,  B,  and  C  above. 

Proposals  received  by  21  November  will  be  con 
sidered  at  the  November  meeting  of  the  Faculty 
Advisory  Committee. 

The  Faculty  Advisory  Committee  will  forward  to 
the  Dean  for  Academic  Affairs  a  list  of  proposals 
which  are  a)  recommended,  b)  conditionally  recom- 
mended, and  c)  not  recommended  for  his  considera- 
tion and  action.  Proposals  received  after  21  November 
will  be  considered  if  unencumbered  funds  remain.  A 
final  report  (format  specified  by  Faculty  Advisory 
Committee)  is  required  within  30  days  of  the  comple- 
tion of  any  funded  project.

EMMANUEL  V.  SEKO  attended  the  fourth  Alabama 
Symposium  on  American  Literature  at  the  University 
of  Alabama,  Tuscaloosa,  October  13-15,  1977.  The 
main  topic  of  the  symposium  was  "Sign  and  Symbols 
in  Chaucer's  Poetry."  As  usual  at  these  symposia,  the 
best  brains  on  a  given  subject  are  brought  together 
under  one  roof  to  share  their  expertise  with  the  rest 
of  us.  This  year's  standouts  were  Prof.  D.  W.  Robert- 
son, Jr.,  of  Princeton  University,  and  the  cocky,  but 
brilliant  author  and  critic.  Prof.  John  Gardner  oi 
George  Mason  University,  Fairfax,  Virginia.

FROM  CHRONICLE  OF  Higher  Education, 
October  25: 

—South  Carolina  is  45th  in  per  cent  increase  in 
appropriations  to  higher  education  from  1975 
to  1977  (11%  increase,  for  S.  C,  20%  increase 
for  U.S.  average)  S.  C.  is  21st  in  per  capita 
appropriations  (  S.  C.  ■  579;  U.S  average  S71) 
and  11th  in  appropriations  per  S1000  of  personal 
income  (S15.00  vs.  Si  1.00  -  U.S.  average.) 


AT  THE  INFORMAL  faculty  meeting  last  Mon- 
day afternoon,  Olin  Sansbury  explained  the  pro- 
cess by  which  our  budget  is  revised  and  approved 
in  Columbia.  This  year,  for  the  first  time,  USC  is 
presenting  a  unified  budget  for  ail  campuses, 
rather  than  separate  budgets  for  each  campus. 
This  procedure  may  prevent  our  getting  the 
disproportionately  heavy  cuts  we  received  in 
the  past.  The  critical  stage  has  traditionally  been 
the  recommendation  of  the  state  Budget  and 
Control  Board,  because  the  House  and  Senate 
normally  accept  with  little  change  the  amounts 
suggested  by  that  board,  it  consists  of  the  Gover- 
nor, the  Controller,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  chair- 
men of  the  Senate  Finance  Committee  and  the 
House  Ways  and  Means  Committee.  Following  a 
recent  closed  meeting  of  the  Budget  and  Control 
Board,  a  tentative  recommendation  was  made 
to  cut  the  USC  budget  by  2Vz%,  but  the  board 
has  now  decided  to  hold  open  meetings. 

Ted  Eilenberg  explained  the  new  bookkeeping 
procedures,  which  will  provide  a  clearer  picture 
of  how  our  money  is  being  spent,  but  the 
proposed  1977-78  budget  was  not  distributed  or 
discussed.  In  response  to  a  question,  he  expressed 
his  willingness  to  distribute  the  1967-77  figures 
to  each  division  for  closer  study. 

RON  E  AG  LIN  announced  that  a  decision  has 
been  made  to  hold  final  exams  on  December  8, 
as  previously  scheduled,  rather  than  reschedule 
them.  President  Holderman's  inauguration  will 
begin  at  10:15  and  end  at  12:15  on  that  day.

SUBJECT:   Request  for  Support  and  Comments  on  Cooperative  Education  Grant 

Dear  Colleague: 

Your  support  and  input  is  needed  in  order  for  USCS  to  have  a  solid  base 
for  requesting  a  cooperative  education  grant.   This  request  would  be  on  first 
year  planning  with  programs  beginning  the  second  year.   The  cooperative 
education  program  involves  all  divisions  on  our  campus. 

Briefly,  under  this  program,  USCS  faculty  would  design  an  individual 
academic  program  which  would  provide  an  employer  with  a  pair  of  students  who 
could  perform  a  job  on  a  full  year-long  basis  through  alternating  periods  of  work 
and  study.   USCS  would  assume  the  responsibility  of  finding  positions  which 
would  be  related  to  the  students  professional  objectives  and  thus  provide  the 
knowledge  which  can  come  only  through  experience. 

ADVANTAGES  TO  STUDENTS: 

1.  Gives  Reality  to  Learning.   Students  find  that  their  studies  have 
greater  meaning  through  coordinating  work  experience  with  classroom 
instruction. 

2.  Increases  Educational  motivation.  The  integration  of  work  and  study^ 
increases  student  motivation  because  it  engenders  a  strong  desire  to 
learn. 

3.  Develops  Greater  Human  Understanding.   Students   develop  greater 
understanding  of  other  people  and  greater  human  relations  skills  by 
utilizing  the  job  skills-oriented,  work-a-day  community  as  a  labora- 
tory for  learning. 

4.  Accelerates  Maturation.   Students  discover  that  Cooperative  Work 
Experience  in  the  existing  real  world  of  work  provides  them  with 
opportunities  to  broaden  their  outlook  and  shape  their  behavior  pat- 
terns to  meet  the  demands  of  the  working  world. 

5.  Provides  Orientation  to  the  World  of  Work,   Students  have  an  excell- 
ent opportunity  to  test  their  interests  and  abilities  in  connection 
with  real  jobs  and  gain  a  new  understanding  of,  and  healthy  attitude 
toward,  the  real  world  of  work. 

6.  Provides  Financial  Aid.   \sTiile  this  is  not  its  primary  purpose. 
Cooperative  Education  does  provide  students  with  regular  income- 
producing  jobs  to  pay  part  of  their  college  expenses  and  makes 
higher  education  possible  and  attracive  to  many  qualified  young 
people  who  could  not  other\v7ise  afford  to  go  to  college. 

7.  Provides  Useful  Employment  Contacts.   The  Cooperative  Program  gives 
the  student  contacts  which  are  useful  in  later  occupational  placement. 
For  many  students  it  provides  a  head  start  in  salary  and  position 

in  after-graduation  employment. 


ADVANTAGES  TO  EMPLOYERS: 

1.  Provides  a  Good  Source  of  Labor  Supply.   The  Cooperative  Program  helps 
the  employer  maintain  an  infusion  if  new  talent  into  the  organization 
at  the  entry  job  levels.   He  also  has  an  opportunity  to  Identify 
and  select  students  with  the  particular  abilities  and  talents  that  he 
is  seeking. 

2.  Facilitates  Recruitment  and  Retention.  The  Cooperative  Program  provide 
the  employer  with  an  excellent  recruiting  tool.  He  can  use  the  system 
tailor  the  cooperative  job  assignments  so  that  the  students  can  better 
appraise  the  long-range  potential  for  after-graduation  employment.  In 
addition,  the  employer  can  use  his  own  supervisory  personnel  to  screen 
those  "Co-op  Trainees"  with  the  most  potential  for  future  permanent 
employment  consideration. 

3.  Permits  Better  Utilization  of  Personnel.   The  employer  can  use  "Co-op 
Trainees"  to  fill  assignments  which  fall  between  those  to  difficult 
for  the  high  school  graduate  and  those  which  normally  do  not  require 
the  abilities  and  talents  of  professionals.   This  means 
can  more  effectively  use  his  highly-paid  personnel  for 
work. 

4.  Employer  Becomes  a  Contributor  to  the  Educational  Process.   Industry 
becomes  la  partner  in  the  total  education  program. 

ADVANTAGES  TO  THE  UNIVERSITY: 

1*  Encourages  Greater  Community  Support.  A  University  operating  on  the 
Cooperative  Program  has  an  opportunity  to  expand  Its  service  to  the 
community  and  thus  merit,  to  an  even  greater  extent,  the  moral  and 
financial  support  of  that  community. 

2.   Provides  Benefits  to  the  Teaching  Faculty.   As  new  work  programs  are 
planned  and  developed  and  as  students  alternate  betxjeen  classroom 
periods  and  work  periods,  faculty  teaching  memebers  are  in  an  advant- 
ageous position  to  maintain  a  closer  relationship  with  business.  Industry, 
and  the  professions.   In  addition,  teaching  effectiveness  is  usually 
enhanced  because  faculty  members  are  kept  up  to  date  on  the  latest 
developments  In  their  field  by  the  students  who  are  frequently  exposed 
to  the  frontiers  of  knowledge  in  their  cooperative  assignments. 
Although  the  Cooperative  program  puts  more  pressure  on  the  teaching  faculty 
to  keep  their  lecture  material  up  to  date,  most  of  them  find  teaching 
a  cooperative  institution  stimulating  and  challenging.

One,  from  B.  Perrin 
for  funding  of  a  project  to  cross-check  all  infor- 
mation contained  in  the  1-85  Union  List  of 
Periodicals,  was  tabled  pending  the  outcome  of 
discussions  with  the  Dean  for  Academic  Affai's 
concerning  possible  alternative  sources  of 
funding.  Another  proposal  from  A.  Justice  for 
the  funding  of  a  project  which  would  acquaint 
USCS  faculty  with  some  alternative  approaches 
to  teaching  was  tabled  pending  the  opportunity 
of  faculty  members  to  view  materials  to  be 
used  in  the  project  and  pending  a  determination 
by  A.  Justice  concerning  how  the  project  would 
relate  to  other  grants  being  sought  by  the  Institu- 
tion. A  proposal  for  a  "Beginning  Sign  Language 
Workshop"  for  selected  faculty  member,  put 
forward  by  Jane  Davisson,  was  approved  by  the 
Committee  and  forwarded  to  the  Academic  Dean 
for  his  approval. 

The  FAC  undertook  a  lengthy  discussion  of  some 
of  the  issues  raised  by  J.  Sloan's  resolution  con- 
cerning alcoholic  beverages  (considered  at  the 
December  7  General  Faculty  meeting.)

SCHOLARSHIP  APPLICATIONS  from  sons  and 
daughters  of  university  faculty  and  staff  are  now 
being  accpeted  by  the  Office  of  Student  Financial 
Aid.

Non-renewal  applicants  must  submit  a  letter 
plus  the  Application  for  Academic  Scholarship  to 
the  Director  of  Student  Financial  Aid  no  later  than 
Feb.  15.  The  letter  must  indicate  the  relationship 
of  the  applicant  to  a  University  faculty/staff 
member. 

Renev;al  applicants  have  already  been  sent  the 
appropriate  application  form. 

THE  UNIVERSITY  of  South  Cdrolina  Board  of 
Trustees  officially  responded  Wednesday  to  State 
Reorganization  Commission  task  force  recom- 
mendations to  revamp  the  state-supported  higher 
education  system. 

In  endorsing  a  written  statement  addressing 
the  recommendations,  the  trustees  mostly  expressed 
disapproval  of  a  number  of  the  proposals.  It  did, 
however,  applaud  the  task  force  call  for  a  statewide 
master  plan  for  higher  education. 

Basically,  the  task  force  recommendations  call 
for  a  new  overall  board  to  govern  higher  education, 
but  would  leave  the  Higher  Education  Commission 
and  the  State  Board  of  Technical  and 
Comprehensive  Education  much  as  they  are  now. 
In  addition,  a  health  education  board  would  be 
added  and  given  the  same  status  as  the  two  existing 
boa'os. 

Bji  all  three  would  be  governed  by  a  Higher 
Eoucation  Coordinating  Committee  which  would  be 
maae  up  of  members  of  the  three  commissions. 

A  FEDERAL  judge  has  temporarily  enjoined  the 
Unive-sity  of  South  Carolina  from  forcing  history 
professor  H.  Henry  Lumpkin  to  retire  at  age  65  and 
has  a!  owed  him  to  join  two  colleagues  in  a  law  suit 
over  tne  retirement  issue. 

Meanwhile  the  State  Supreme  Court  announced  it 
will  near  arguments  in  April  on  the  validity  of  USC's 
manoatory  retirement  policy  —  a  novel  legal 
question  which  U.S.  District  Judge  Robert  W. 
Hemphill  referred  to  the  state  courts. 

Professors  Lumpkin,  Wade  T.  Batson  and  Paul 
W.  Bleckstock  are  fighting  the  forced  retirement  on 
state  and  federal  legal  battlegrounds. 

They  claim  state  law  permits  state-supported 
university  and  college  professors  to  teach  until  age 
70  and,  they  say,  the  USC  policy  denies  them  their 
constitutional  rights  by  forcing  them  to  retire  at 
age  65. 


INFORMATION  ON  summer  seminars  for  college 
teachers,  sponsored  by  the  National  Endowment  of 
the  Humanities,  is  available  from  Jan  Yost,  Director 
of  Institutional  Research  and  Grants.  The  seminar 
participants  receive  a  S2500  stipend  for  the  eight- 
week  seminar.  Further  information  is  available  from 
Mike  Dressman  and  Alice  Henderson,  who  were 
selected  for  seminars  at  the  University  of  Chicago 
and  Yale  University  in  previous  summers.

OFFICIAL  LONG  distance  telephone  calls  are  the  only 
toll  calls  permitted  through  University  lines.  Longdis- 
tance calls  are  routed  through  the  State  Dial  Auto- 
matic Inter-City  Network  (DAIN)  and  complete 
details  of  each  call  are  recorded.  Under  our  i'orme'r 
system,  which  involved  the  use  of  WATS  lines,  the 
University  paid  a  flat  monthly  fee  for  the  lines  and 
individual  calls  were  not  recorded.  Under  the  DAIN 
system,  a  record  is  made  of  the  number  from  which 
each  long  distance  call  originates,  the  number  to  which 
each  call  is  made,  the  time  and  duration  of  the  call 
and  the  charges  assessed.  The  records  are  furnished  to 
each  state  agency  for  review  and  confirmation  on  a 
monthly  basis  and  a  further  breakdown  is  provided 
within  the  University  to  all  departments  and  offices. 

Indications  exist  that  some  personal  long  distance 
calls  are  being  made  on  university  telephones.  This 
violates  applicable  federal  regulations  and  could  result 
in  assessment  of  a  federal  excise  tax  on  university 
long  distance  calls,  an  expense  of  about  348,000 
annually. 

All  supervisory  personnel  are  asked  to  insure  that 
no  personal  long  distance  calls  are  made  for  any  reason 
on  university  lines.  The  communications  office  will 
provide  any  assistance  needed  in  reviewing  current 
operations   and    minimizing   abuses  of  the  university 


SLOW  -  DOWN  and  save  yourself  a  hassle: 

Complaints  alleging  misuse  of  state  owned  vehicles: 
The  Division  of  Motor  Vehicle  Management  (DMVM) 
is  designated  as  the  state  agency  to  receive,  refer  and 
answer  all  inquiries  and  complaints  alleging  misuse  of 
state-owned  vehicles.  The  telephone  number  is  758- 
7816  in  Columbia.  The  action  taken  by  DMVM  upon 
receipt  of  a  complaint  is  as  follows: 

a.  When  a  complaint  is  received,  the  person  taking 
the  complaint  shall  accurately  record  all  available 
information  on  the  complain  work  sheet.  This  infor- 
mation should  include  the  caller's  full  name,  address, 
and  telephone  number. 

b.  Should  the  caller  decline  to  give  his/her  name, 
they  shall  be  politely  informed  that  without  this  infor- 
mation, it  will  be  impossible  to  relate  the  final  dispo- 
sition of  the  case.  Anonymous  complaints,  oral  or 
written,  shall  be  referred  to  the  agency  concerned  as 
information  only  with  no  answer  required  unless 
specifically  requested. 

c.  Since  confidentiality  is  desired,  neither  the 
name  of  the  complainant  nor  the  person  against  whom 
the  complaint  is  made,  shall  be  released  to  sources 
other  than  the  agencies  involved  unless  such 
information  is  required  in  an  adjudicatory  hearing. 

d.  All  complaints  shall  be  handled  in  good  faith  and 
within  the  parameter  of  common  sense  and  good 
judgement.

THE  FACILITIES  Utilization  and  Planning  committee 
at  its  meeting  on  March  23,  1978  approved  the 
following  plan  to  be  sent  to  the  Administration.  This 
is  a  plan  for  modification  for  the  use  of  the 
Administration  Building  to  meet  the  changing  needs  of 
several  divisions. 

Ground  Floor  —  1.  A-123B  be  assigned  to  the  com- 
puter room  for  expansion.  2.  A117  be  assigned  for  a 
psychology  Lab/Animal  Storage  for  psychology.  3. 
A119  and  A121  be  assigned  to  the  campus  nurse.  4. 
Assign  A120  and  A122  for  office  space  and/or  storage 
of  geology  samples  for  the  Science  Division.  5.  Two  of 
these  rooms  (A1 13,  A114,  and  A115)  should  have 
science  lecture  benches  added  with  gas,  water,  and  air. 

Second  Floor  —  1.  Allow  A220  to  continue  as  a 
teaching  room.  2.  Room  A209  should  have  some 
sound  damping  materials  if  it  is  to  be  used  for  music 
to  reduce  the  sound  that  is  transported  via  the 
structural  materials  to  other  teaching  areas.  3.  Leave 
other  space  as  currently  assigned. 

Third  Floor  —  1.  Place  a  vent  in  A313  (mouse  room) 
either  in  window  or  overhead.  2.  Convert  A304  to  a 
chemistry  laboratory.  3.  Convert  A301  to  balance  and 
storage  room.  Also  house  the  chemistry  laboratory  in- 
structor in  this  area.  4.  Convert  A333  to  a  biology 
laboratory.  5.  Remove  the  wall  from  A331  and  A326 
to  enlarge  work  space  and  storage  for  the  biology 
laboratories.  6.  Remove  the  psychology  animals  from 
A307  to  A117  and  convert  to  storage  for  geology 
teaching  samples  and  physics  equipment  with  joint 
usage  of  the  physics  laboratory  being  made  by  geology 
and  physics.  7.  Remove  personnel  from  A305  so  that 
this  space  can  be  used  as  an  upper  division  laboratory 
that  have  small  numbers  of  students  which  require 
extended  usage  of  space  at  irregular  times.  8.  Rework 
A319  to  bring  this  laboratory  in  line  with  OSHA 
regulations  (i.e.,  remove  work  space  to  allow  passage 
between  outside  walls  and  laboratory  benches.)  9.  Re- 
work A312  to  allow  passage  between  outside  walls  and 
laboratory  benches. 


IMPLICATIONS  OF  President  Holdemnan's  Carolina 
Plan  were  the  topic  of  a  regional  campus  sociology 
workshop  in  Columbia  on  March  13,  sponsored  by 
Columbia's  Sociology  Department.  The  exchange  was 
both  lively  and  constructive,  focusing  on  the  possibili- 
ties of  a  system-wide  sociology  major,  as  well  as  of 
faculty  exchange  and  development.  The  meeting 
closed  with  the  consensus  that  such  system-wide  ex- 
changes should  be  regularized  within  the  discipline. 
Vern  Noll  and  Dick  Gillman  represented  our  campus 
at  the  workshop. 

THE  BUSINESS  Administration  Division  has  arranged 
a  plant  tour  of  the  Rockwell  International-Draper 
Plant  for  members  of  the  faculty  and  student  body. 
The  facility  employs  approximately  850  people  and 
consists  primarily  of  a  foundry,  machine  shop  and 
parts  distribution  center. 

The  foundry  operation  purchases  scrap  iron,  coke, 
limestone  and  pig  iron  for  the  melting  furnaces.  Molten 
iron  comes  out  of  the  cupola  and  into  holding  furnaces 
and  then  is  distributed  to  the  sand  mold  in  the  molding 
area.  The  molds  are  broken  down  and  the  parts  are 
removed  from  the  sand  and  cleaned.  Additional 
grinding  is  required  to  remove  excess  metal.  The  parts 
are  then  moved  into  the  machine  shop  where  they  are 
turned,  drilled,  milled,  polished,  heat  treated  and 
assembled  before  moving  them  onto  the  warehousing 
operation.  Most  of  the  parts  are  sold  as  replacement 
parts  for  Draper  looms  and  other  textile  manufacturing 
equipment. 

In  the  worldwide  distribution  center.  Draper  stocks 
nearly  13,500  of  the  60,000  parts  a  customer  can 
order.  They  are  able  to  handle  95%  of  the  demands  a 
customer  sends  in  at  any  one  time  from  stock,  using  a 
number  of  modern  storage  techniques. 

The  tour  will  begin  at  9:00  a.m.  on  Wednesday, 
April  19  and  take  approximately  two  hours.  Anyone 
interested  in  taking  this  tour  should  contact  Bert 
Menees  or  Sue  Cannon  for  information  about  where 
to  assemble.  Each  person  must  provide  own  trans- 
portation to  the  plant  which  is  located  on  South 
Pine  Street  Extension  in  Spartanburg.

Panelists  on  Tuesday 
will  be  Charles  Stavely  and  Tom  Hawkins,  with  Lynn 
Lamoreux  providing  an  introduction  to  the  subject 
and  also  available  to  other  aspects  of  the  discussion.

This  has  been 
divided  about  equally  between  personal  property 
and  university  property.  Much  of  this  loss  could  have 
beer  avoided  if  the  persons  responsible  for  the  property 
would  have  exercised  a  few  security  measures. 

Too  often  desks,  offices,  laboritories  and  storage 
rooms  are  left  unlocked  with  expensive  equipment 
left  lying  around  the  room,  when  an  extra  minute  could 
have  been  taken  to  see  that  the  items  have  been 
properly  locked  in  a  storage  area.  Take  a  look  around 
your  area.  Notice  that  camera,  that  projector,  that 
microscope,  and  all  that  electronic  equipment  sitting 
there  creating  a  "super  market"  for  the  opportunistic 
thief. 

The  replacement  of  equipment  is  becoming  more  and 
more  difficult  due  to  budgetary  reasons,  protect  what 
we  have  by  being  concerned  enough  to  secure  the  prop- 
erty, and  never  take  the  attitude,  "It's  only  university 
property.  . .  " 

The  frequency  of  these  thefts  can  be  reduced.  If  you 
develop  a  few  security  habits,  you  can  assist  in  safe- 
guarding your  property  and  university  property. 

It  is  in  your  best  interest  not  to  leave  personal 
property  on  campus.  The  university  will  not  be  respon- 
sible in  case  of  loss. 

According  to  a  national  survey  crime  has  risen  by 
50%  in  the  past  2  years.  Between  1961  and  1974  there 
has  been  a  rapid  incresae  in  crime,  murder  is  up  by 
106%,  assaults  are  up  153%,  rape  is  up  143%  and 
robbery  is  up  255%. 

Think  how  you  can  avoid  crime!  Think  prevention.

SABBATICAL  LEAVE  POLICY 


Philosophy 

Sabbatical  leaves  are  intended  to  allow  full-time  faculty  members 
relief  from  normal  duties  in  order  to  pursue  significant  projects  designed 
to  improve  their  capabilities  as  scholars  and  teachers  and  hence  to  increase 
their  future  contribution  to  the  mission  of  USCS.   Sabbatical  leave  is  designed 
to  permit  a  faculty  member  to  achieve  educational  goals  which  could  be  reached 
only  over  an  extended  period  of  time  if  pursued  under  the  demands  of  regular 
University  duties.   Consequently,  recipients  of  sabbatical  leave  are  to  be 
separated  from  all  University  duties  during  the  duration  of  the  leave. 
Requirements 

To  be  considered  for  sabbatical  leave,  a  faculty  member  must  be  a  tenured 
associate  professor  or  professor  and  must  be  eligible  to  serve  for  a  reasonable 
period  following  completion  of  leave,  under  no  circumstances  less  than  one  year. 
A  faculty  member  (described  above)  m.ust  have  six  or  more  years  full-time  service. 
Procedure 

A  faculty  member  requesting  sabbatical  leave  must  demonstrate,  by  means 
of  a  written  proposal  submitted  through  the  appropriate  division  chairperson 
or  dean  for  academic  affairs,  how  his  or  her  planned  activities  will  serve 
the  purposes  for  which  it  is  intended.   All  proposals  must  be  submitted  by 
February  1.   Awards  are  based  on  seniority  and  merit.   A  written  report  should 
be  submitted  to  the  dean  of  academic  affairs  within  two  months  upon  returning 
to  the  institut'on.   A  sabbatical  leave  provides  one-half  pay  for  a  full  academic 
year,  or  full  pa}'  for  one-half  of  an  academic  year.   The  granting  of  sabbatical 


Saobatical  Leave  Policy- 
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leaves  of  absence  is  dependent  upon  budget  limitations,  workloads  and  other 
considerations.   Therefore,  it  is  a  matter  of  administration  discretion. 
Other  Information 

The  Pre-retirement  Death  Benefit  Program,  through  the  South  Carolina 
State  Retirement  System,  is  extended  to  persons  on  sabbatical  leave.   A 
faculty  member  on  leave  for  one  semester  at  a  full  salary  will  have  retirement 
deductions  made  on  the  amount  paid  him  by  the  University.   A  faculty  member 
on  sabbatical  leave  for  the  academic  year  at  half-salary  will  receive  credit 
for  a  partial  year  of  service  under  the  retirement  system  and  is  covered  for 
a  partial  year's  salary  under  the  death  benefit  program.   A  faculty  member  is 
eligible  also  to  contribute  to  the  retirement  system  on  the  full  amount  of  his 
salary.   In  this  event,  the  faculty  member  would  receive  credit  for  a  full 
year's  salary  under  the  death  benefit.   If  a  faculty  member  selects  this  alter- 
native, he  should  request  that  the  Personnel  Office  obtain  permission  from  the 
State  Retirement  System. 

While  on  sabbatical  leave,  insurance  coverages  will  be  continued 
automatically.

EFFECTIVE  JULY  1,  1978,  the  Budget  and  Control

Board  that... no  agency  of  S.  C.  State  government  may 
provide  financial  assistance  for  educational  expenses, 
including  the  payment,  reimbursement,  or  remission 
of  tuition  or  fees,  to  any  State  employee  who  takes 
a  course  at  a  college,  university,  technical  school  or 
other  educational  institution  which  is  a  part  of  the 
institution's  normal  academic  curriculum."

He  taught  at  West  Virginia 
University  from  1961  to  1967.  He  accepted  a 
teaching  position  at  Ohio  University  in  1967,  became 
Assistant  Director  of  the  School  of  Music  in  1969,  and 
was  named  Assistant  Dean  of  faculty  in  1970. 

BOTH  THE  UNIVERSITY  contribution  and  employee 
options  for  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield  and  Liberty  Life 
insurance  programs  will  be  increased  during  the  next 
fiscal  year.  Employee  coverage  under  Plan  A  or  Plan  C 
will  continue  to  be  available  at  no  cost  to  eligible 
employees.  For  Plan  B  or  dependent  coverage  under 
Plan  A  or  Plan  C,  the  employee  contribution  will  be 
increased  according  to  the  schedule  below.

Employee/Children  1.34;  Full  Family  17.20; 
Employee/Spouse  (SE)"  00.00;  and  Full  Family  (SE)* 
3.06.

II.  Principles  of  Operation 

A.  FaciiLty  participation  in  the  exchange  program  will  be  ^'oluntary. 

B.  Faculty  units      (departments,   divisiais,   or  programs)    \sd.ll  have 

an  opportunity  to  approve  visitors  who  are  sdieduled  to  ccme  for  substantial 
periods    (an  entire  surrmer  or  a  semester)  . 

C.  In  the  event  that  applicants  for  an  exchange  opportunity  are 
turned  dcvn  for  any  reason  otlier  than  lack  of  a  £X)siticn,   the  applicant 
vmll  hav-e  an  opportunity  to  present  his  case  for  revie//.

E.  Salaries  \-;ill  not  be  dianged  or  augmented  for  tlie  period  of  the 
e:-:change  service  (except  \\;here  the  service  extends  significantly  beyond 
the  tisve  period  of  normal  service  or  where  extra  duties  are  required. 

F.  A  faculty  member  who  is  visiting  another  cai-npus  shall  have  all 
the  riahts  and  privileges  normally  accorded  to  visiting  faculty  members. 

G.  7iS  a  long  range  goal,   the  University  wj.ll  strive  to  secure 
access  to  low  cost  housing  for  faculty  m«2iri)ers  v.-ho  take  advantage  of  the 
exchancje .

III.   Types  of  Exchanges 

A  n-uTTiDer  of  types  of  exchanges  should  be  used  because  of  t±ie  wide 
variet^/  of  personal  and  insti tutionsil  resources  and  needs  of  the  individu^-l 
carrpuses.     J-tijor  possibilities  include: 

A.  Direct  exchange  of  bvo  faculty  irerrbers  betiv-een  two  campuses  of 
the  System  for  teaching  assigmnarcs; 

B.  Qie-way  exchange,  with  a  faculty  irerrber  of  one  cainpus  going  to 
another  without  rec.uiring  a  "swap"  arr<:::ngenent.     Teaching  slots  tanporarily 
vacated  because  of  leaves  v/ithout  pay,   retirstients  and  resignaticm  mii^.t 
present  opportunities  for  e:-:changes  of  this  type; 

C.  Direct  e:'Cchange  in  v.hich  cne  faculty  menber  rnoves  to  the  "away" 
campus  for  teaching  and  a  second  faculty  irember  incr/es  to  an  "away"   cannpus 
for  research; 

D.  A  research  semester   (funded  by  facultv'  develoanerit  or  sabbatical 
assignments) . 

E.  A  faculty  develocirsent  assignment  for  refresher  consultation, 
epjTollment  in  courses  and  other  types  of  v;ork  v;hich  bring  a  faculty  raerrber's 
sl-LLlls  up  to  date; 

F.  Ccirbinaticn  eissignments  requiring  both  teaching  and  research; 

G.  LectUirGships  requiring  visits  to  sever^^l  '^^  ^.11  of  tl".o  c.-.-puses 
during  a  se.Tester; 

H.      Team  or  gxc^  teaching  of  courses  involving  faculty  of  Lvro  or 
more  c^ampuses. 

Variety  in  the  ex:change  program  will  permit  it  to  meet  the 
differing  needs  of  cairpuses,   st'odent  groups  and  faculty  ino-mbers.     Flexibility 
in  ti".e  program  v/ill  permit  it  to  operate  during  both  regular  semrasters  and 
summer  sessions. 

IV.   /administration 

7-i.      A  separate  budget  for  incremental  costs  of  the  program  will  be 
established  at  a  systems  level  \\'hich  v/ill  be  administered  by  clie  Provost 
in  consultaticn  with  the  Vice  President  for  Tv'ro-year  Campu^jes. 

3.      Plans  for  tlie  implementation  of  the  faculty  exchange  are  to  be 
ro'.'itv.'ed  by  the  Academic  Forv>7ard  Planning  Carmittee  and  the  Chief  Administrative 
Officers  en  each  campus.

OVERTIME  PAY  Rule  suspended  -  After  several  com- 
plaints about  the  new  overtime  pay  rules  from  several 
state  agencies,  the  State  Personnel  Division  has  sus- 
pended the  rule  for  90  days  pending  further  review. 

During  that  period,  USC  will  continue  to  recognize 
and  record  overtime  as  it  has  in  the  past. 

The  regulation  in  question,  which  went  into  effect 
July  1,  required  all  state  employees  to  take  hours  off 
instead  of  receiving  time-and-a-half  pay  for  overtime 
work. 

THE  FOLLOWING  query  and  answer  appeared  in  the 
USC  "Update"  for  July  21. 

Will  we  get  Election  Day  off  this  year  so  that 
state  employees  who  work  at  USC  will  get  the  same 
number  of  holidays  as  all  other  state  employees? 

The  following  answer  was  provided  by  the  Per- 
sonnel Department: 

Yes  and  no.  All  state  workers  will  get  the  same 
number  of  holidays.  But  because  USC  staffers  had 
Jan.  2  off,  which  other  state  employees  didn't,  they 
will  have  to  work  on  Election  Day.  However,  USC 
workers  will  get  time  off  to  vote  as  provided  in  policy 
A  1.05. 

OUTGOING  UNIVERSITY  Provost  Keith  Davis  re- 
ported to  the  use/Columbia  Faculty  Senate  on  July 
10  that  the  title  of  the  Bachelor  of  General  Studies 
degree  has  been  changed  to  Bachelor  of  Interdiscipli- 
nary Studies  effective  with  December  graduation. 

THE  FOLLOWING  facts  on  state  employee  benefits 
appeared  in  the  July  1978  edition  of  the  "SCSEA 
Scroll:" 

—General  Increase:  A  two-step  formula  provides  for 
four  percent  raises  in  July  and  January.  These  bring 
the  average  salary  for  all  state  employees  up  to 
$10,450,  or  $775  more  than  last  year. 
—Merit  increments:  Full  funding  for  the  Merit  pro- 
gram means  there  is  $9  million  in  the  state  budget  for 
Merit  raises— compared  to  $6  million  last  year  and 
zero  the  year  before. 

—Minimum  wage:    Lowest-paid  state  employees  were 
raised  to  minimum  wage  on  March  1.  They  also  will 
(continued  on  back) 


receive  at  least  $2.90  per  hour  on  Jan.  1.  The  new 
state  minimum  salary  will  be  $6,032,  compared  to 
35,023  this  year— nearly  a  20  percent  increase. 
—Longevity  pay:  This  means  a  five  percent  increase 
every  two  years  for  some  6,000  long-time  employees 
who  were  not  eligible  for  merit  raises  because  they 
were  at  the  maximum  salary  for  their  grades.  Lon- 
gevity pay  added  $1  million  to  the  budget  appropria- 
tion for  employee  salaries. 

—Mileage:   The  mileage  allowance  has  been  increased 
to  16  cents  per  mile,  up  from  14  cents  this  year. 
—  Lodging  and  meals:  Lodging  expenses  are  fully  reim- 
bursable for  the  first  time  ever.  Meal  allowances  now 
range  from  $12-315. 

—Survivors'  benefits:  Career  employees  no  longer  must 
gamble  with  the  financial  well-being  of  their  bene- 
ficiaries by  electing  to  continue  working  after  30 
years  service.  If  the  employee  dies  while  in  service,  the 
beneficiary  can  select  a  monthly  benefit. 
— CETA  salaries:  The  cap  on  CETA  salaries  was  drop- 
ped; state  funds  can  now  be  used  to  supplement  CETA 
salaries  above  $10,000. 

THE  FOLLOWING  questions  and  answers  on  person- 
nel matters  are  also  from  the"SCSEA  Scroll:" 
Question:     Who    pays    for    the    additional    medical 
opinions  requested  by  a  state  agency  to  confirm  use 
of  sick  leave? 

Answer:  According  to  the  sick  leave  guidelines, 
a  state  agency  may  secure  additional  medical  opinions 
if  it  believes  additional  information  is  needed  to  make 
a  decision  concerning  granting,  extending  or  termina- 
ting an  employee's  use  of  sick  leave  or  leave  without 
pay  for  disability.  Because  the  agency  is  seeking  the 
additional  information,  it  should  pay  for  the  service, 
in  such  situations  the  agency  probably  would  select 
the  physician  to  be  used. 

Question:  Can  an  employee  who  normally  works 
Monday  to  Friday,  but  worked  Saturday,  June  3 
(Jefferson  Davis'  Birthday)  get  a  compensatory  holi- 
day? 

Answer:  No,  because  the  personnel  act  required  the 
same  number  of  holidays  for  all  employees,  and  there 
is  no  provision  to  observe  Saturday  holidays  on  Friday 
or  Monday.  However,  a  resolution  adopted  at  the 
SCSEA  convention  seeks  to  have  Saturday  holidays 
celebrated  on  the  preceding  Friday,  and  the  associa- 
tion plans  to  pursue  the  matter.
